Continuation of 10. Other: The rejection under 102(b) as anticipated by WO 95/29193 stands for the reasons of record in the final office 
action. The rejection under 102(b) as anticipated by Lifprd et al stands because in response to Applicant's arguments that that Lipford et 
al do not teach that the peptide is expressed on tumor cells, the Examiner directs Applicant to page 301 column 1 paragraph 1 of Lipford 
et al for the teaching that CTL specific for the altered peptide recognized cells transfected with the E6 gene, i.e., that express the 
unaltered peptide, that it was processed and transported to the cell surface. With regard to Applicant's arguments to the rejection under 
102(a) as being anticipated by Huard et al, i.e., that the said reference does not teach induction of a cellular immune response to a target 
peptide that is expressed in tumor cells of the subject and that is non-immunogenic when expressed, the said rejection stands for the 
reasons of record. The 103(a) rejections of record at items 12, 13 and 14 stand for the reasons of record. 
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
